Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  The  Institutions  Registration  Department 
respectfully  submits  its  seventeenth  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1914. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  duties  of  the  depart¬ 
ment.

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During  the  year  1,205  persons  were  sent  to  the 
Psychopathic  Department  of  the  Boston  State  Hospital, 
as  follows:

Of  the  above  1,205  persons  sent  to  the  Psychopathic 
Department  of  the  Boston  State  Hospital,  634  were 
afterwards  committed  to  the  various  hospitals. 

Of  the  32  committed  for  observation,  19  were  after¬ 
wards  committed  as  insane. 

One  patient  was  committed  to  the  Monson  State 
Hospital  as  a  dangerous  epileptic. 

Sane  epileptic  patients  admitted  to  the  Monson  State 
Hospital  numbered  24. 

Commitments  to  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital 
numbered  61;  40  were  committed  as  inebriates;  21  as 
drug  users. 

The  commitments  of  female  inebriates  numbered  34; 
drug  users,  8. 

There  were  sent  to  the  Relief  Station,  Haymarket 
square,  65  persons  suffering  with  delirium  tremens. 

The  examining  physicians  of  the  department  made 
1,357  medical  examinations  during  the  year. 

Remarks. 

Dr.  John  A.  Horgan  of  the  Out-Patient  Department 
of  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital,  whose  office  was 
formerly  at  28  Court  square,  is  now  located  at  3  Fayette 
street.  Telephone,  Oxford  5541. 

Voluntary  patients  for  admission  should  apply  there. 
Hours  for  examination,  9  a.  m.  to  12  m.,  except  Sunday 
and  Monday. 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  sent  to  the 
Relief  Station  suffering  with  delirium  tremens  is 
accounted  for  because  the  Police  Department  within 
the  year  pursued  the  policy  of  sending  all  such  persons 
who  came  under  their  care  direct  to  the  Relief  Station 
instead  of  to  the  City  Prison  or  House  of  Detention. 
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This  arrangement  is  a  great  improvement  over  the  former 
method,  because  it  means  immediate  medical  attention 
for  the  patient.

The  work  performed  by  the  department  in  relation 
to  the  admissions  to  almhouses  cannot  be  set  forth  in 
an  annual  report.  It  consists  of  numerous  details 
such  as  interviews  with  the  applicants  or  their  relatives 
or  friends,  their  transportation,  treatment,  investiga¬ 
tion  of  settlements,  etc. 

General  Information. 

The  physicians  attached  to  this  department  for  the 
examination  of  insane  are  Dr.  Charles  G.  Dewey  and 
Dr.  William  H.  Prescott.

Application  for  commitment  of  insane  is  made  by  an 
official  of  this  department  to  the  judges  of  the  Probate 
Court. 

The  law  relating  to  the  commitment  of  the  insane  is 
contained  in  chapter  504,  Acts  of  1909. 

Patients  are  sent  to  the  following  public  hospitals: 
Boston  State  Hospital,  Worcester  State  Hospital, 
Taunton  State  Hospital,  Danvers  State  Hospital,  West- 
borough  State  Hospital,  Foxborough  State  Hospital  and 
Monson  State  Hospital. 

Foxborough  State  Hospital  is  for  dipsomaniacs  or 
inebriates,  and  those  who  are  so  addicted  to  the  intem¬ 
perate  use  of  narcotics  or  stimulants  as  to  have  lost 
the  power  of  self  control. 

Monson  State  Hospital  is  for  epileptic  patients,  sane 
and  insane. 

Before  sending  a  patient  to  a  private  hospital  arrange¬ 
ments  should  be  made  with  that  hospital  for  receiving 
the  patient. 
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Patients  are  sent  to  the  Boston  State  Hospital  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  following  rules  made  by  the  State  Board  of 
Insanity : 

First. —  Only  those  patients  who  have  been  residents 
of  Boston  for  ten  years  or  more,  and  of  such  persons 
only  those  who  have  relatives  actively  interested  in 
them  and  who  will  visit  them  frequently. 

Second. —  Other  insane  persons,  only  in  emergency, 
whose  condition  does  not  permit  the  delay  and  exhaus¬ 
tion  incident  to  the  commitment  to  a  distant  state 
hospital. 

The  question  of  payment  of  patient’s  board  has  no 
bearing  on  this  rule. 

No  person  shall  be  committed  to  a  hospital  for  the 
insane,  public  or  private,  unless  he  has  been  an  inhabitant 
of  the  Commonwealth  for  six  months  immediately 
preceding  the  application  for  commitment,  or  provision 
has  been  made  for  his  maintenance  satisfactory  to  the 
State  Board  of  Insanity,  or  by  reason  of  insanity  he 
would  be  dangerous  if  at  large. 

Commitment  forms  may  be  had  by  applying  at  the 
office  of  the  Institutions  Registration  Department, 
28  Court  square,  or  at  the  office  of  the  State  Board  of 
Insanity,  Room  36,  State  House. 

Hearings  for  commitment  of'  insane  are  held  by  the 
judges  of  the  Probate  Court,  Courthouse,  Pemberton 
square,  at  twelve  o’clock  every  day  except  Saturdays 
and  legal  holidays. 

This  rule  may  be  somewhat  modified  during  the 
months  of  July  and  August,  vacation  time. 

When  application  for  commitment  is  made  it  is 
desirable  that  the  committing  physician  notify  a  relative 
of  the  patient  (the  nearest  one  when  possible)  to  apply 
at  the  office  of  the  Institutions  Registration  Department 
in  order  to  give  the  necessary  information  required. 

Arrangements  for  payment  of  board  should  be  made 
with  the  superintendent  of  the  hospital  to  which  the 
patient  is  sent. 

In  order  to  be  committed  from  Boston  to  a  hospital 
for  the  insane  the  patient  must  reside  or  be  in  this 
county. 

When  a  woman  is  sent  to  a  hospital,  unless  accom¬ 
panied  by  her  father,  husband,  brother  or  son,  one  of  the 
attendants  accompanying  her  must  be  a  woman. 

Patients  are  taken  to  the  hospitals  by  an  official 
designated  for  that  purpose,  and  they  are  taken  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  avoid  all  publicity.
